Do not confuse this true species, which is absolutely hardy, with the 
common so-called catawbiense hybrid seedlings so freely imported from 
Europe, which is at best half-hardy, and even when branched above is a 
single stem, showing bareness underneath for years. 

Unlike Rhododendron maximum, it is a very free bloomer, with foliage of 
a dark, rich, lasting green, which never rusts. The trusses are a bright 
red-purple, in marked contrast to the muddy purple of the semi-hardy half- 
breed imported variety noted above and, as sent out by Highlands Nursery 
are always on their own roots. 

For massing to produce a broad-leaved evergreen landscape effect, there 
is no plant equal to it in the latitude of the northern United States and 
Canada, where strictly hardy plants must be employed.

Its large, 
waxy white or delicately pink flowers 
appear in large trusses in July, the 
latest of all the Rhododendrons, 
greatly enhancing its orna- 
mental value as a broad-leaved 
evergreen for finished land- 
scape effect.

For best resuits, plant in September or October, 4 to 5 inches deep in 
rich loam. Lilium grayi and L. canadense will stand considerable moisture. 
The finest show is made by planting five to ten bulbs a few inches apart in 
a clump, the ciumps 2 to 4 feet apart, according to conditions, hundreds or 
thousands of bulbs often being none too many to use. L. superbum isa tall 
species, often reaching 6 to 8 feet in height ; L. canadense comes next, and 
L. grayi from 1% to 3 feet; so judgment should be used in placing.
